fects of supplying the small but 
necessary*amount of an_ ele- 
ment where a true deficiency ex- 
ists. 

\One great difficulty in pursu- 
ing research on this subject lies 
in the fact that only the most 
refined methods of analysis, in- 
volving rare and expensive ap- 
paratus in the hands of skilled 
technicians, can detect the min- 
ute quantities of those sub- 
stances which produce such. pow- 
erful effects, 

No grower should accept with- 
out serious question a recom- 
element to his soil unless’ it 
element t ohis goil unless it 
comes from a well-recognized 
authority in this field of agri- 
cultural research. 

However, there is a simple 
‘way to test the effects in a 
cautious way for yourself if you 
Suspect some compound is re- 
sponsible for'a given trouble. 
First go to your county farm 
advisor or some equally qualified 
source. Learn from them what 
dosage and form of any given 
element can best be used, then 
test any of them you wish in a 
limited manner on your plants 
in your soil.

Additional facts concerning 
California’s new law requiring 
the vaccination for Brucellosis 
of all female dairy calves be- 
tween the ages of six months 
and one year was released this 
week from the offiee of A. A. 
Brock, director, California de- 
partment of agriculture. 

The vaccination program is 
being handled under the div- 
ision of animal husbandry, with 
this organization entering into 
contract with accredited prac- 
ticing veterinarians for vaccin- 
ation of calves. The service is 
handled without charge to dairy- 
men; vaccination of male dairy 
calves and beef calves is op- 
tional with the owner. 

OWNERS INQUIRE 


“Dairy owners should inquire 
of their veterinarian to learn 
if he has a contratt with the 
state for vaccination of calves 
under the Brucellosis program, 
and, if he has a contract, then 
arrange for his services. 

“About 150 veteranians have 
been accredited to use the vac- 
cine under contract to date and 
it is expected that the total will 
reach more than 200 within a 
short period of time,’’ it is point- 
ed out. 

CONTROL SOUGHT 


The purpose of the campaign 
is to control Brucellosis, some- 
times known ‘as bangs disease 
and contagious abortion, from 
California dairy herds. This is 
to be done by vaccinating female 
calves, which anithals will be 
used for replacement of animals 
elimated through ordinary herd 
practice, Dr. Carr states. 

To facilitate the vaccination 
program, district offices have 
been set up through the state of 
California. Serving this area is 
the Fresno office at 2015 Mari- 
posa street. 

An idea of the importance of 
the program is gained from the 
following statement by Dr: Carr: 
“The U. S. Bureau of Animal 
Industry has estimated that in 
Brucellosis - infected HKerds, the 
milk production is reduced by 
22.5 per cent; the calf crop re-

“It has been estimated that 
the incident of Brucellosis in 
California dairy cattle is about 
17 per cent, a figure higher than 
the national average. 

“No known drug will cure 
Brucellosis, though remedies 
have been widely advertized and 
extravagent claims have been 
made. A practical and promising 
method of control was not avail- 


able until research workers of : 


the United States bureau of anil- 


- Ital industry developed a strain 


of the bovine brucella organism 
which is of low virulence, but 
when injected as a vaccine pro- 
duces a high degree of immun- 
ity. 

“This culture of the organism 
is known as Strain 19. It was 
found that calves do not show 
much noticeable affects when 
injected with Strain 19 vaccine, 


but upon reaching Maturity they 
have a high degree of resistance 
against the disease.”

Mastitis Control 


Dairymen _ become more and 
more aware of the importance of 
good herd management as they 
become more conscious of the 
importance of controlling mast- 


itis in their. herds. 


_Clem Pelissier, assistant farm 
advisor says there are many fac- 
tors that contribute to the 
spread of mastitis or aggravate 
mammary gland infections. He 
tells how to defeat these fac- 
tors: 

First, the cows. should be 
milked-regularly and completely, 
either by hand. or machine. 
Rough hand milking or wet hand 
milking will aggravate condi- 
tions favorable-to mastitis. 

In. machine milking, too high 
vacuum will cause trouble, and 
the milking machines should 
never be left on the animals af- 
ter the flow of milk has. ceased. 
Disinfecting milking machines 
between milking periods and be- 
tween individual cows is anoth- 
er excellent precaution. 

Other conditions which aggra- 
vate Mammary gland infections 
are unsanitary barns. and cor- 
rals or a cold and damp environ- 
ment. Flies may feed on infect- 
ed milk and transfer the organ- 
isms to the end of the cows’ 
teats. Heifers raised on infected 
mflk or permitted to suck each 
other may later have udder 
troubles. 

Pelissier says he will supply 
dairymen with further informa- 
tion about mastitis control if 
they will call at the Agricultura] 
Extension service, Post Office 
building, Visalia, *

Production Record 
Should Determine 
Cattle Feeding 


Feeding grains and concen- 
trates strictly. according to the 
needs of the cows, as shown. by 
their production records, is one 
of the best ways to save these 
feeds, says C. L. Pelissier, as- 
sistant farm advisor. 

A satisfactory method of de- 
termining the amount of con- 
centrates a cow needs daily is to 
divide by five the pounds of but- 
terfat produced monthly. If a 
cow is producing 50 pounds of 
butterfat monthly, dividing that 
amount by five would indicate 
that his cow needs 10 pounds of 
grains or concentrates daily 
along with the roughage to’ meet 
her nutritive requirements. 

The feeding of concentrates 
strictly according to production 
has in some instances-saved as 
much as one-third of the con- 
centrate mixture without lower- 
ing production.

THERE IS A BIG JOB AHEAD 
FOR HOSPITAL DISTRICT BOARD 


A number of facts came to light in last week’s meeting of 
the board of directors of the Sierra View Hospital district with Dr. 
P. K. Gilman, chief of the bureau of hospital surveys for the state 
of California, most notable of which is that our district board is 
sitting in on a ‘million dollar” deal and must conduct itself ac- 
cordingly. 


We use the term ‘million dollar’ in a figurative manner, 
however, if a: district hospital is constructed, expenditure will ac- 
tually amount to several hundred thousand dollars. But it is possible 
that the entire hospital cost will not necessarily be born by our dis- 
trict—in fact, according to information given by Dr. Gilman, there 
is a possibility that only one-third of the total cost will be raised 
by the hospital district, the other two-thirds coming from state 
and federal agencies. 


However, before state and federal funds can be request- 
ed, the district must have its plan formulated and in order to plan 
a suitable hospital it will. be necessary, in our opinion, for the 
Sicrra View hospital board to employ trained personnel—prebably 
a hospital consultant who can, through a survey, determine hospital 
needs of this community; an architect and possibly others. 


«------ $2.00 per year 


Employment of such personnel, in addition to necessai'y 
operating expenses of the board, means the expenditure of money 
prior to the time that outside funds might become available. And 
money ‘is something the hospital district board has none of at the 
present time. The board has the authority, however, to levy a 
tax against the district, a maximum of 20 cents, and it is lixeiy 
that it will be necessary to provide for such a tax in order to get 
the district going. 


Board members state, however, that before a Major amount 
of money is expended, a bond issue will be brought before residents 
of the hospital district. 

As we see the sftuation, this community has an opportun- 
ity to possibly secure an adequate, modern hospital by raising only 
one-third of the cost of such a structure. It would seem to us that 
it would be good business for the beard to bring this hospital con- 
struction business to a head as soon as possible, get its preliminary 
Planning done, present its facts and figures to the public and, if 
the people of the hospital \district want to go ahead with construc- 
tion, then immediately go after state and federal money. 

And, working on this basis, ‘we, personally, will not be- 
grudge the hoard it’s initial] tax money. It: looks to us as if the 
expenditure of a relatively small amount of tax money is justified 
in view of possible ultimate gain for the people of our hospital dis- 
trict.

4. At the end of the contract 
period, the contracting water 
users’ organization is in exact- 
ly the same position as it was 
in the beginning so far as ob- 
taining water is concerned. Ben- 
eficial use, regardless of its dur- 
ation, establishes neither rights 
nor. privileges. 

5. The Secretary of the Inter- 
ior is given powers the exercise 
of which enables him directly 
to formulate, alter. and control 
the agricultural] ecomony’ of the 
area served. 

The one all-important provi- 
sion which water users have 
not been able to negotiate into 
any 9 (e) contract is one ac- 
cording them permanent rights 
as. prescribed by Congress in 
Section 8 of the original Re- 
clamation act.

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Five - Point Program For Prevention 
Of Farm Fires Given By County Advisor 


By ROBERT H. ANDERSON 
Assistant Tulare County 
Farm Advisor 

With fire destroying more 
than $100,000,000 worth of farm 


property in America during 1947- 


the New Year calls for farmers 
of Tulare county to put fire pre- 
vention and protection practices 
to work vigorously this year. 

The only way that we can 
successfully combat farm fires 
in 1948 is to take all possible 
steps to prevent fires and to 
provide all possible protection 
against fires. A glance at last 
year’s. fire loss record should 
convince all farmers that fires 
don’t always happen to the oth- 
er fellow. 

The best way to guard against 
fire is to plan a, safety program. 
The following, five point sug- 
gestions have worked in the 
past. Farmers can use them dur- 
ing 1948 as a basis for effective 
protection.

1—Keep your farm clean. Good 
housekeeping in and around all 
buildings will automatically get 
rid of fire hazards. 

2—Make regular checks on all 
electrical equipment and circuits. 
‘Worn electrical wiring should be 
replaced. 

3—Keep all heating units in 
good condition. Make sure 
chimneys and flues are free of 
cracks, 

.4—Cure hay and grain and 
Manure properly. Stored hay 
should be inspected regularly for 
odors, smoke, gas, and heat—all 
warnings signals. 

5——-Make sure there is equip- 
ment on farms with which to 
combat fires. Approved fire ex- 
tinguishers should be in every 
home and outbuilding. Make sure 
they are inspected regularly and 
that every member of the fam- 
ily knows how to use them. 

Fires are preventable, and’ na 
for fire protection, let’s not have 
too little too late in ’48. 


Competition 
Seen For Cotton 


In the years ahead, cotton v- ill 
have inercased competition from 
synthetic fibers and paper, says 
talph L. Worrell, assistant farm 
advisor. 

During the war, the use of 
cotton for bags climbed to 820,- 
000 bales. Since the war, India 
is back with burlap and the 
use of cotton for bags has shrunk 
almost down to half of the high 
figure. The farm advisor says 


- cotton will have continued com- 


petition from burlap and grow- 
ing competition from paper for 
use in bags. Even so, by 1950 
bags are likely to represent the 
largest single use of cotton, tak- 
ing over a half a million bales 
for that use. 


Cotton has lost some import- 
ant markets to paper and rayon 
in the last 15 years. If the pres- 
ent trends keep up, rayon may 
come up to cotton in quality by 
1955 .. . with cotton’s advan- 
tage in some properties offset 
by rayon’s advantage in others. 


The farm advisor says if the 
use of cotton is kept up to or 
near present levels, cotton must 
compete in price with the other 
fibers and must have a more in- 
tensified selling program and in- 
creased research. 


A prediction that 9,500,000 
may eventually live in the val- 
leys of California has been made 
by Robert E .Burns, president 
of the- College of the Pacific.

Farm (Mortgages 
At Low Figure 


Farmers have little more than 
half the mortgage debt they had 
after World War I, Farm Advis- 
or Wm. E. Gilfillan reported this 
‘week. He believes they have tak- 
en a_lesson from the experi- 

, ences of farmers who piled up 
big mortgage debts after the 
first world war and lost their 
farms in the depression that fol- 
lowed. 

Improved farm incomes during 
World War II boosted land val- 
ues and swelled the numbers of 
land transfers just as they did 
in the years following World 
War I. The peak farm debt in 
1923 was $10,785,621,000. The 
farm debt at the start of 1947 
was slightly over half that 
amount. Also, the farm debt 
early last year was 27 per 
cent below 1940. In the begin- 
ning of 1947, mortgage debts 
showed a slight increase. 


Deep-Rooted Crops 
Need Irrigation 


It is always a good idea for 
deep rooted field crops such as 
alfalfa to enter the spring grow- 
ing period with: the soil full of 
moisture to the depth of the root 
system. Even in years of normal 
rainfall in Tulare county, mois- 
ture seldom penetrates to this 
depth and this year gives every 
indication of being another dry 
one. 

For this reason, Assist. Farm 
Advisor Ralph L. Worrell sug- 
gests that ranchers take advan. 
tage of a possible slack season 
in labor requirements by irri- 
gating alfalfa and deep rooted 
pasture now.
